Any narcotic deoler or government official who is neg — 
ligent in see prsmeeenton end forwarding of required reports, should not be 
tolerated, since such ection hinders the preparation of the monthly nercotic 
report from the Japenese Government as required by SCAP, end ultimately ob 


structs the entire nercotic control program.
